The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to teach a circuit and method for the synchronous transmission of an n-bit binary signal 
through a bus of m leads, wherein m<n, the method comprising: compressing the n-bit binary 
signal to be transmitted in such a way as to reduce its number of bits to an m-bit binary signal, 
transmitting the m-bit binary signal over the bus of m leads, and decompressing the m-bit binary 
signal transmitted through the bus until its number of bits is again equal to the n-bit number of 
the n-bit binary signal; the apparatus comprising: a plurality of input terminals receiving the n 
signals, the n signals including a first and a second signal selected for encoding the first signal 
on the second signal; a logic means that monitors the first signal and the second signal to 
ascertain changes between two successive clock pulses, wherein when the first signal has 
changed in the clock period preceding the. reading clock pulse, the encoded signal is a signal 
that differs from the second signal by the fact that it is inverted when the second signal has not 
changed or has changed in the clock period preceding the reading clock pulse, wherein 
encoding the first signal onto the second signal comprises generating an output signal having a 
state which matches a state of the second digital signal, the decoding comprising generating an 
output having a state at a given clock edge which matches a state of the encoded digital signal.
